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"Yarren did not want to lie ad tlie Presidential Com.iS3ion that the new President 
named to iget tho facto mid all the facts* •••The condition which barren insisted 
upon was tliat his duties at the Court cono first. On the docket wore cases 
involving both congressional and state rediotricting, the rights of defendants 
in state courts, and the thoiney question of libel in relation to public officials. 

On some of these questions, barren's absence from tho Court would have meant a 
four-to-feur stalemate, This ho wanted to prevent*

"Warren regarded the commission as an investigative body* If it had a Judicial §4 

analogy, that would be a grand jury. And, as grand juries acted for counties, \ 

the coranission would be acting for the nation. He explained this to tie staff ( 

at tlie first meeting and he also made tho point that the investigation would touch 
rainy question of national security — the staff would need security clearances — ami 
therefore he expected none of fcho staff bo discuss his work with outsiders* .. 

"Warren asked for, and received, from the full commission a complete clearance 
for all members of tho staff, thus refusing to make a special issue of Redlich 
and Ball. Ids only comment to Sedlich was, 'You can't let those fellows push 
you around,. 1 

"LiebeXer was one of the few staff members whbse relationship was not wholly 
happy." (Here follows a description of how Warren sent xiebelor a laecs&go, 
through Rankin, to shave off his beard, lest people think the Coae&sslon was 
hiring beatniksj Lieboler’s refusal* barren's second thoughts, recognising that 
he had a right to ids beard, but saying the Chief Justice would appreciate it 
if Liebelor got rid of it$ and his clean-shavon face at the next meeting.)
